Earl Manchester, 19-year-old slayer of 
James W. Parks. was denied a new 
trial by Judge H. A. Mathews, of 
the Macon circuit. today.

SENATE GENSURES. 


DEFANT BINGHAM 


Votes First Similar Reso- 
lution in 27 Years—Con- 
necticut Solon Ridicules 
Idea of Resignation.

Condemnation was voted upon Sena- 
tor Bingham, of Connecticut today 
by the senate, 54 to 23, for his rela- 
tions with the Connecticut Manufac- 
turers’ Association while formulating 


the tariff legislation. 

Obviously wounded but still defiant, 
the republican senator, a former Yale 
professor and world war aviator, re- 
plied as he left the chamber that he 
would “certainly not” resign. 

Through four hours of debate, he 
had stubbornly contended his right 
to use an officer of the Connecticut 
association to help him in his work 
of framing the tariff bill and to take 
that officer into the secret tariff 
rate making sessions of the finance 
committee republicans. 

‘Twice the senate had voted down 
attempts to modify the resolution of 
condemnation but then Senator Nor- 
ris, republican, Nebraska, its author, 
yielded to pleas from both sides of 
the chamber that Bingham be ab- 
solved of corrupt motives. That 
specification went into the resolu- 
tion. . 

As the senate was finally about 
to vote, the gray-haired Nebraskan 
turned to the tall Connecticut sena- 
tor slumped in his seat just behind 
him to assert the “pity is that the 
senator has not yet grasped that the 
action he did was injurious to the 
senate.”

With the market open only half a 
day last Thursday, and closed alto- 
gether on Friday and Saturday, to- 
day’s opening was awaited with un- 
usual interest because of widely pub- 
lished reports that there had been a 
tremendous accumulation of buying 
orders over the week-end. Instead of 
the expected rally, however. prices 
sold off sharply as blocks of 10,000 
to 50,000 shares of the leading issues 
were thrown into the market. 

In the face of such favorable de- 
velopments as a drop of more than 
one billion dollars in federal reserve 
brokers’ loans last week, and a record- 
breaking decline of more than two 
billion dollars in stock exchange mem- 
ber loans last month, Wall Street was 
inclined to attribute the early selling 
to tho closing out of additional weak- 
ened marginal accounts which had 
been discovered in the week-end check- 
up by brokerage houses, the sale of 
stock bought for supporting purposes 
and profit-taking by traders who had 
bought stocks for a turn when the 
market looked blagkest on last Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Short selling, 
based on the theory that the market 
was due for a secondary reaction after 
the spirited advance of Wednesday 
and Thursday of last week, also was 
an important factor. 

The opening transaction in Cities

Levies on incomes of individuals 
and corporations paid in Georgia dur- 
ing 1928 for the calendar year 1927 
show an increase of nearly a million 
dollars over 1926, according to a 
comprehensive report made public by 
the treasury department at Washing- 
ton Monday. 

It was shown that a total of 39,342 
residents and corporations of the state 


filed income tax returns for the 
year, the bulk of which, 35,818, came 
from individuals, and that a total of 
$11,952,841 was paid to the govern- 
ment. 

The report 
net income in 


reveals that the total 


928.672, of which $70,521,193 was 
credited to corporations and $167,407,- 
479 to individuals. 

The corporation payments were the 
highest recorded in the state since 
1923. Likewise the average tax paid 
per individual return was consider- 
ably higher, exceeding every year 
since 1919. For example, the report 
shows that the average tax per return 
for 1927 was $106.83, compared with 
$79 in 1926, $94 in 1925, $52 in 1922 
and $105 in 1920. The peak of such 
average was reached in 1918, when 
the figure was $181 and reflected war 
conditions. 

By far the largest class of individ- 
ual returns came from those having 
net incomes ranging from $1,000 to 
$2,000, these amounting to 7,384, with 
a total net incomé of $12,205,075. 
The next largest group included those 
with incomes from $3,000 to $4,000, 
of which there were 6,735. The class 
between $5,000 and $6,000 numbered 
1,749, while those in the category 
from $10,000 to $11,000 were 380. 

The largest amount paid by any one 
class of individual returns came from 
those with incomes of $100,000 to 
$150,000, there being 27 such returns 
which paid a total tax of $407,363 
on net income amounting to $3,164,- 
863. 

One person in the state paid tax 
on an income between $1,000,000 and 
$1,500,000; one paid on an income of 
$400,000 to $500,000; four in the 
$300,000 to $400,000 class, and one 
rated between $250,000 and $300,000. 
Three Georgians had incomes of be- 
tween $200.000 and $250.000 and ten 
between $150,000 and $200,000. A to- 
tal of 51 had incomes between $50,- 
000 and $60,000. 

An interesting feature of the report 
revealed that while the gross income 
of Georgia corporations fel] off from 
$871,829,236 in 1926 to $869,451,679 
the net income increased from $61,- 
823,773 in 1926 to $70,521,193 the 
next year. a gain of more than nine 
millions. The income tax from these 
sources also increased from $7,564,471 
in 1926 to $8,320,117 in the following 


year. 

Out of the total of 5,524 corporation 
returns made for 1927 there were 
1,839 which reported no net income, 
their gross being $229,623,061 with a 
deficit of $19,387,376. 

Atlanta and Fulton county led the 
state in the total number of indi- 
vidual returns with 14,384. Of these 
14,059 came from Atlanta. Savannah 
and Chatham had 3,742 returns, 3,717 
coming from Savannah. Macon and

Consumption is nor- 
mal, for the crash has caused no busi- 
ness failures or lessened the tmount 
of employment in any way, nor has 
it. lessened the earning power of the 
country’s population. | 

“To aid it in its work, the federal | 
farm board has been given access to | 
all statistical information at Washing- | 
ton and every indication from this! 
source points to sound business and 
industrial conditions,’’ the prominent | 
visitor asserted. 
_ Pointing out that prosperity is par- | 
ticularly noticeable in the fast-growing | 
cities of the south, Mr. Williams ex- 
plained that the reassuring statements 
issued since the stock market collapse 
by financial leaders all over concern- 
ing undisturbed business conditions 
should not be construed as applying 
to improvement of the depressed agri- 
cultural situation, here or anywhere 
else in the country. 

“The agricultural situation is im- 
proving and the board believes can 
do much to correct the basie source of 
trouble in this field, but the work is 
just getting well under way,’ Mr. 
Williams stated. 

“My visit to Georgia at this time 
is made with a three-fold purpose,” 
the cotton expert and _ agricultural 
leader stated. ‘‘Recently the farm 
board made available to cotton grow- 
ers through their co-operatives the 16 
cents loan plan. The board must know 
to what extent this measure has prov- 
en useful to the farmer. Another 
purpose of this visit is to sound the 
sentiment of the farmers toward the 
unified agricultural program that has 
heen adopted by the federal board. In 
the third place, this tour will enable 
me to contact the Georgia co-operative 
association, to see what the board 


can do to help build up the organiza- 
tion, which must serve as the nucleus 
for farm aid in the state.” 

With this explanation of his mis- 
sion, Mr. Williams, who founded and 
was president of the American Cot- 
ton Growers Exchange and who pub- 
lishes the Oklahoma Farmer-Stockman 
and is interested in a number of Okla- 
homa newspapers, outlined the aims 
and problems confronting the federal 
farm board. 

“This is the first time in the histor 
of the United States, and so far as 
know, the first time in the world’s his- 
tory, that a government has under- 
taken to benefit one class of the popu- 
lation from the taxes and resources 
belonging to the nation as a whole. 
The board, as a governmental organi- 
zation is unique and is coursing in 
unchartered seas.

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Flagrant Grog Shops Tempt 
Seamen at Georgia Port, 
Minister Says. 


Savannah, Ga., November 4.—(4)— 
A report by the Rev. Alfred Shelley, 
superintendent of the Seamen's Beth- 
el, to the Protestant Ministerial Union 
here today, directed attention of the 
members to what he termed the “open 
sale of rum” in the port of Savannah. 

Citing the consequent bad effect on 
business, Mr. Shelley said sailors had 
told him. that Savannah, next to Gal- 
‘veston, was the most open port for the 

urchase of rum on the eastern sea- 
rd. He asserted further that cap- 
tains of vessels entering this port had 
told him they would not pay off their 
crews here, because the men had no 
difficulty in getting as much liquor as 
es lye and immediately got 
runk. 


After making personal investiga- ; 


tions, Mr. Shelley said he had report- 
ed on one occasion to local and county 
authorities that a “rum joint” was 
operating in the business section of 
the city, but he declared that no ac- 
tion was taken and the proprietor was 
permitted to continue his liquor traf- 
fic unmolested. 

In several other instances, he said, 
sailors were arrested for drunkenness, 
while those who sold them liquor were 
allowed to go free even when they 
were known to local dry agents. Mr. 
Shelley also mentioned a Danish steam- 
er, which he said was held in port be- 
cause members of the crew were 
awaiting trial for drunkenness.

PERSONAL ATTENTION, 


Since that time Albie Booth has 
personally seen to it that Brown, the 
Army and Dartmouth has met with 
defeat. The Dartmouth-Yale game 
was billed as a battle of two great 
backs, Al Marsters and Albie Booth. 
And Booth, the little man whom 
Georgia stopped, “marstered” Mars- 
ters, 

Since the Yale game Georgia has 
defeated North Carolina handily and 
lost-to Florida and Tulane. Florida 
has lost to Georgia Tech and Harv- 
ard. ‘Tulane has defeated Georgia 
Tech and the Texas Aggies. 

Yet Georgia was so very defipitely 
superior to the best Yale had to of- 
fer on October 12 on defense and of- 
fense that they remain the greatest 
enigma of the fall season. 

And the effete east wants to see 
the team that took apart: the team 
that has taken apart Brown, the 
Army and Dartmouth. 


“SLIM CHANCES. 


Georgia’s chances in the game at 
New York are admittedly slim. And 
yet they exist. Chick Meehan’s New 
York university team is_ suffering 
something this fall. Possibly it is 
tabloiditis. 

The tabloids of New York have 
been taking a great interest in the 
Violets. Mechan has been placed in 
un embarrassing position by some of 
their criticism and this has undoubt- 
edly been reflected in some detrimental 
fashion in the play of the team. 

New York university lost to Ford- 
ham and Georgetown. Fordham’s rec- 
ord is unimpressive. They have de- 
feated Westminster, St. Bonaventure 
in addition to the Violets. 

Georgetown’s record includes some 
unimportant victories and a 7-to-0 loss 
at the hands of Western Maryland 
in the second game of the year. West- 
ern Maryland has an_ experienced 
team this year and one which has 
been going right along in good fashion. 


UNFORMIDABLE. 


Victories by Fordham and Geortge- 
town, the former by three touchdowns 
and the latter by two, mean that the 
Violets are not the formidable force 
they were last season. They defeated 
West Virginia Wesleyan by a score 
substantially the same as the one 
scored over the same team by George- 
town. Vermont ‘was taken in by tre- 
mendous score, the same score Yale 
made against the New Englanders. 

The only impressive game on the 
New York card is its 7-to-0 victory 
over Penn State.

After a maximum fall of 4 1-2c a 
bushel, closing quotations on wheat 
here were nervous, 3 1-2¢e to 3 7-8e 
below Saturday's finish. Corn closed 
‘F-8e to 1 1-4c down, oats 3-4c to 7-Sc 
off, and provisions varying from l2e 
decline to a rise of 2c. 

Sharp setbacks in wheat prices be- 
gan as soon as trading started. It 
was known beforehand that the stock 
market today had suffered a severe 
tumble instead of scoring general ad- 
vances which in many quarters here 
had been looked for. Attention of 
wheat traders also was being called 
to the fact that, temporarily at least, 
the export demand for wheat from 
this country and Canada remained at 
virtually a complete halt, and that 
wheat at domestic shipping points on 
the Atlantic seaboard was almost 
going begging at 15 1-2c a bushel less 
than parity with Chicago, so that in 


view of the season for lake navigation 
being near an end scant likelihood 
appeared to exist for prompt removal 
of. wheat at present overcrowding 
Chicago elevators.

Surprising Burst of Selling Or- 
ders Which Struck the Market 
Monday Moraing May Be Ex- 
plained on the Basis That 
Many Holders Found .

The decline last named wiped all 
of the advance that has occurred back 
to October of 1928 or when the un- 
precedented bull stock market began 
to discount the re-election of the re- 
publican party. 

Given in most detail the federal re- 
serve weekly statement of brokers’ 
loans of last Thursday tells the clear- 
est story. Loans made by the bankers 
here in this federal reserve district 
were up $992,000,000 compared with 
the previous week, loans made by the 
banks here for the account of out-of- 


town banks was down $707,000,000 


and loans made by the banks here 

for the account of “others” meaning 

individuals and corporations were 

down $1,308,000,000. ; 
Loan Drop Expained. 

Time and again it has been pre- 
dicted in this column that things were 
going to happen in the stock market 
when the investment trusts tried to 
get their money out of the call money 
market shown in the item “others” 
and when the investment trusts tried 
at the same time to sell stocks on 
the market. What happened accounts 
for the unprecedented drop last week 
of $1,308,000,000 in the item ‘‘others”’ 
in brokers’ loans. Out of town also 
reflected heavy selling of stocks and 
heavy calling of loans. 

This 
by “others” and out-of-town banks 
made it necessary for the banks in 
this district to come to the rescue. 
Their coming to the rescue accounts 
for the increase of $992,000,000 in 
brokers’ loans last week for their own 
account compared with the previous 
week, Having expanded their brokers’ 
loans $992.000,000 last week it was 
natural for the banks here to eall 
loans today and this calling of loans 
accounted for much of teday’s re- 
sumed selling of stocks. 

One of today’s striking develop- 
ments owas a further advance in 
United States government bonds and 
in foreign bonds. The advance in 
United States government bonds ran 
from a fraction to over four points, 
the largest daily gains witnessed in 
years, forecasting the switching from 
stocks into bonds—by investors also 
expectations of easier money, also 
further buying by the federal re- 
serve, '
